The Gi ouse Creek " War." 
Tho proposition of our Sunday co-> 
temporary to submit tho vory grave 
diffloulty that has arison ou Grouse 
Croek to Chiof Justico Noedlmm "/or 
arbitration," is about as absurd a pro -1 
position as wo remetnbor to havo 
hoard for a long time. Our cotompor^ 
ary is wrong in his promise-, llo as- 
sumes that tho question is ono of dm u 
pute botweon the Grouse Crook Flumo 
Company aud tho Canadian Company 
Originally suoh was its phaso ; but 
through tho unwise courso pursued by 
tho losing party to tho suit, tho quos' 
tion has becomo ono botwoon a band 
of rioters and tho Govornmont. Tho 
Flume Company have nothing to do 
with tho mattorin its present aspoot. 
Thoy moroly laid a slatoincnt of their 
wrongs boforo tho Mugistrato j 
that Officer has doclarod his inability 
to onforco tho law, and looks to tho 
Govornmont for assistance, which as- 
sistanco the Govornmont is bound 
to roodor or acknowlodgo its woak» 
dobs and inefficiency, and rosign 
tho Colony to tho tondor mercies 
of fillibnstors aud footpads. Tho 
"wrongs" or "rights" of tho 
Canadian Company cannot for a mo- 
ment bo hoard until they havo first 
laid down their arms, obeyed tho in j 
junction of the Court by desisting fi ora 
working the disputed claim, and resti- 
tuted tho gold thoy havo abstracted 
from tho ground. To talk of "arbitra- 
tion" whon the question is one involving 
tho prosorvation of good order, tho so- 
ourity of life and property — whon tho 
interests of tho wholo community aro 
affected — isa proposition so supremely 
ridiculous that tho high-mindod gon 
tloman whoso name has been proposed 
as arbitrator must smile at tho sim- 
plicity of tho journalist who cannot 
seo that to allow tho law-breakers 
by violonco and threats to de* 
mand and recoivo a rehearing of their 
oaso, would bo to lay down a ptccedent 
that might tell against tho arbiter in 
his own Court in any cuso that in 
future camo beforo him for atljudica 
tion. A pretty state of society, in- 
deed, it would bo woio tho losing 
party to a suit permitted to bar- 
ricade his doors and refuse to hand 
over property awarded by Mr No"cL 
ham's Court to his antagonist I Yet 
this is precisely tho position assumed 
by the Canadian Company to-day and 
in which they are supported by tho 
News. They went into Court prepared 
to obey its ordors so long as thoso 
ordors favored tho advancement of 
their own intorcsts ; but tho moment 
tho caso wont against tliom they dis- 
covered that the Jaw was dofectivo, 
tho judge corrupt, the Flume Company's 
claim untcnabloj and thoy broke oui in 
open rebellion to the Government. Had 
tho violence and threats been conGned to the 
original claimants of the ground tho case 
•would havo been bad enough ; but the Canai 
diun Company not only openly avow their 
intention to resist tho execution cf the law, 
but but/ the active sympathy and support ol a 
body of desperate men to whom they grant (or 
sell for a nominal sum) ^fighting intemts" in 
the ground— i. e., tho holders of such " inter- 
ests" are " sworn" to assist iu any conflict thai 
may take placo between the Government 
and the riotera. Was there ever a clearer 
case of conspiracy made out than is here de- 
veloped 1 Tho upholders of these enemies 
ol law and order whins about the " injustice " 
to which their friends have been subjected 
by the " boguu claims" of the Flumo Com- 
pany. If wo want to coma to a friendly un- 
derstanding with a man with whom we may 
havo a dispute, do wo open negotiations by 
knocking' him clown? Equally absurd is it 
for tho frieuds of this ao-callod "Canadian 
/Company " to torm this a " public grievance." 
/ It is nothing of tho sort. Tho publio may feel 
an interest in having tho suit decided oue way 
or the other ; but it in an attempt at deception 
to assert that tho cause of tho Canadian 
Company is that of every other Company in 
Cariboo. There is no priuciplo involved in 
the issue; but thero is, unfortunately, a 
want of principle ou tho part of the 
trespassers and their " fighting " friends that 
ia truly lamentable. The duty uf tho Gov- 
ernment in this emergency is clear. The aw 
must be enforced at every hazard. The 
Governor has got to act promptly, vigorously 
and decidedly in dealing with tho men who 
now bid defiance to all law, und who out* 
rage decency by mouthing about their loyalty 
at a moment wheu they havo taken uu oath to 
obstruct ofiicers of the Crown in tho execution 
of thuir duly. Tho Executive Council met 
on Satuidny. Its decision wo ar not 
acquainted with. II it bus deeided to adopt 
a vigorous policy, thirty days henoa tbt 
Grouse Creek "war" will he among the 
thingB of Ihe pust. But if a weak, ternporiz- 
in", vacillating course is to bo followed— 
if tho majesty of the law ia not to he uphold, 
ond the evil-doers either punished or com- 
pelled to disgorge and retire from their 
present defiant attitude— there will bo an 
end to that security of life and property in 
tho country which has ever been our proud 
boaat. Capital, finding its tenure insecure, 
will fly to countries where the people 
are made to reject the laws, and where tho 
poBBcasion of property rests upon a more 
Btuble and secure ioundation than the oxor- 
cine of mere brulo forco or the whim of an 
Bgrarian populace. With a desire to ace 
British institutions preserved in their ma. 
™.tv. as well oa to oonoerve private lights 



now so grossly outraged, we call on tho 
Government to Btreteh forth its arm and 
crush this attempt at rebellion in ita incipient 
stage. No balf-meaaures will do. Govern- 
ment must either meet tho crisis boldly, 
or " throw up the sponge," retiro from 
the contest and allow Iho monocracy to hold 
high revel with the spoils they may wrest, 
from tho weak and unfortunate.

DELAYED J3ISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Chicago, July 20. — A largo portion of tho 
Veto Mersage consists of an elabornto argu- 
ment against tho constitutionality of vesting 
tho civil authority in military ofiicers. Tbo 
President saya : ''Whether we fix tho charac- 
of tho military appointee either as a civilian 
o.' ns a military officer, the provision is 
equally hostilo to the Constitution, which 
vesta in the President alone, or in some 
cases, with ihe advice and consent of the 
Senate, Ihe power of appointing Federal offi- 
cers. Tho Bill makes the District Comman» 
ders superior to the President and Com- 
manding General of the Army, as well a3 tho 
S-'nate. It ia constitutional that tho Presi- 
dent shall faithfully execute tho laws, and it 
devolves on him to choose his own agents. 
Whilst this obligation rests upon me I will 
never willingly surrender the powers given 
me for its execution." 

Tho Presidont concludes by saying that he 
is still hopeful of the future, and trusts thut 
in the end the rod of dojpotisin will bo 
broken, and the armed heel of power lifted 
from the necks of the peoplo, and the prin- 
ciples of a violated Constitution prcaervod. 



Chile, 

Tho allisd Republics have ngrood to tho 
mediation of the United Statos, condition- 
ally But what the conditions are, Is not 
stated. The President's message to the Con- 
gress ct 1SGT is published. Tho following 
will interest peoplo hero : 

Affected by the blighting influence of war, 
commcrco was, lust year, in an unsatislac-i 
tory state. Imports had diminished, and ex- 
ports bud only increased by a million of 
dollars. At the prosent moment, circumstan- 
ces havo happily completely cbungad. Ex- 
ports have taken a development unknown in 
this counlry, and tho inoroase of importj 
shows itfolf in tho increusod receipts at tho 
Custom Houses. 

I am happy to announeo to you that three 
treaties, recently signed at Lima by tho Mia- 
istcrs of Chile, Bolivia, and Ecuador, will 
shortly be submitted to your consideration. 

The establishment of free trade by tho 
suppression of Custom House dnes. and, In 
general, tho tightening and strengthening ol 
all tho tias oi iutereuurso between tho con- 
tracting Republics, are the essential aims and 
objects ol these treaties.

Grouse Crtek Troubles.— Great 
Excitemeuti 

One of the most exciting events that has 
erer occurred in this pnrt of the Colony took 
place at Grouse Creek, on Tuesday last, 
arising out of the unfortunate difficulty 
existing between the Flumo Company and 
tho Canadian Company. It will be remem- 
bered in our last issue we stated that chief 
constable Fitzgeiald had returned on Satur- 
day, after on unsuccosslul attempt to eject 
the Canadian Company from tlio ground in 
question, and to receive further instructions. 
On learning the state of affairs from the 
constable, Commissioner Ball decided upon 
proceeding to the ground himself, with a 
Btrong force j and for Ibis purpose, ho or. 
Monday last caused Bummooees to be served 
on a number of the most prominent business 
men and reapeotable oitizona of this town 
requiring their attendance at t!.c Court House 
to bo sworn in as special constables, The 
sheriff succeeded in summoning twenty-live 
or thirty persons, who were all duly sworn 
in, and ordered to report themselves at 
Barkervillo, on the following morning, at 
eight o'clock. Accordingly, on Tuesday 
morning, the 16th inat., at the hour appointed, 
a forco numbering thirty strong, some 
mounted on horse, and others on foot, headed 
by Judge Ball, proceeded to Grouse Creek, 
followed by a cutnorous crowd of men, eager 
to witness the prpcaedinga. Although the 
morning was most unfavorable for such a 
journey, tho rain having fallen in torrents 
during tbo preceding night, rendering tho 
trail almost impassable, still no one seemed 
to pay any heed to this, but splashed through 
mud and mire, knee deep, in Lmsta to reach 
the rendezvous. 

The Commissioner and his posse comitati?, 
reaohed the creek about ten o'clock, and 
proceeded at once to the shall where tbo 
Canadian Company were at work, around 
which nearly four hundred men had congre- 
gated. Mr Bail then addressed tho mem- 
bers of the Canadian Company (who, to the 
Dumber of forty to fifty men, stood ou the 
platlorm of tiieir sl.alt), in a cool and de- 
termined manner, informing them that they 
were opposing tho law. which he hud eotno 
here to enforce, warning them at the same 
time of the consequences of any breach of 
the same, and uiginL' iln m to fiive up pos- 
session quietly. Whereupon Mr J. Grant, 
one of trie members of the Canadian Com- 
pany, in a very respectful manner, briefly 
stated the position of the Company, and 
what they were prepared 10 do. He said the 
Canadian Company were prepared to prove 
that the atrip of ground they cow claimed 
was not iucluded in the Flume Company's 
boundaries, and thai it never belonged to 
them. They wished to be peaceable cilueus, 
but could see nu other method left, Itaem sf 
getting a hearing in Court than by holding 
possession of th J ground. II the opposite 
party would consent to a rehearing, ihey 
wero perfectly ready to abide; by the de- 
cision, and wero also willing, it the suit was 
desided aguiti6t IbeiD, to refund all gold 
taken out of the ground, provided the other 
party agreed to do the came. 

Mr Ball agreed to confer with the Flumo 
Company, and ascertain what arrangement 
could be come to between the parlies. 
"While this conference was going on, 111 6 most 
friendly greetings were exchanged bctweeu 
the " specials " and the Canadian Company ; 
and after the lapse ol an hojr, a document 
was presented to the Canadian Company, 
purporting to emanate from the Flume Com- 
pany, but without any signature attached. 
It read as fojlows : 

The Flumo Company consent to a re- 
hearing of tho dispute between the Cana- 
dian Company and the L'lurno Company, be- 
fore Judge Begbio, on Friday, 19lh July, 
provided tho Canadian Company, in the 
meantime, give up peaceable possession of 
the ground, and commit no further trespass, 
and the Flume Company r.ro allowed, with- 
out molestation, to work the ground, until 
the case is settled between both parties., by 
tho judge. 

The Canadian Company must further 
pledge themselves to finally abida by the 
decision, without any further breach of the 
law.

A committee of seven was then nominated 
by the Canadian Company, partly from their 
own and partly from the bystanders, con- 
sisting of tho following gentlemen : Messrs 
Juo. MacLaren, Irvine Allen, JohnOroii', 
William Khk patriek, C. Booth, J. B, Thomp- 
son, und B. SptiQger, who were empowered 
to draft a reply, and submit it to the Curia- 
dian Company for adoption. An Lou I and 
a half was spent in this business, when the 
committee's answer was handed in, read and 
approved of by tbe company. It ran as fol- 
lows : 

. To J. M. Sparrow, Agent (Jrouso Creek Bed 
Iloek Flame Company: 
Tho Canadian Company coo lent to a trial 
before Jutige Becbio, and such a trial us was 
suggested ia a letter to Mr Booth, from Mr 
Bogbio, dated at Rioliflold, Monday, loth 
July, as follows : " l'robubly tho only satis- 
factory course, for your parly, would be to 
bnvo the whole case now gone into afresh 
before myself ; in faot, iho old method, do 
novo,, roslored." The Canadian Company 
further agree to do nu work on the disputed 
ground, in the inloiim, provided a Biaiiln.' 
eourse is pursued by the Flume Company, 
The Canadian Company still persist in a 
denial of any trespass, The Canadian Com- 
pany will be fully bound by any decision 
rendered in a trial as heloro mentioned, but 
reiterato their denial of any intentional breach 
* of the laws, The Canadian Company re* 



Mr 0. Booth hero read to the Csmpany 
another document addressed by tho com- 
mittee to Mr Ball relative to the writ of in- 
junction issued out of his Court, upon which 
he commented for sometime, and in the 
courso of his remarks observed that this was 
the first time ho or any of tho company was 
aware of the existence of any such injunc- 
tion as that which ho now read. 

The writ und communication to Mr Ball 
rend as follows : 

Copt of Whit.— Victoria, by tho Grace of 
God, &o>, Ac. 

Whereas on the 13th day of July, 1867, 
an order was made by Henry M. Ball, lisqi, 
Geld Commissioner of Cariboo, pursuant to 
the Gold Fields Act, 1867, in an action 
pending in our Mining Court of British 
Columbia, wherein the Grouse Creek Flume 
Co. are plaintiffs and tho Canadian Co. de- 
fendants; that a writ of injunction should 
issue to restrain you, the said Canadian Co., 
from entering upon or working a certaiu 
pieco of ground on Grouse Creek, between 
the line of the Black Hawk Co. und the Bed 
Rock Flumo. being fifty feet wide and 300 
lect long, lately awarded to tho Grouse Creek 
Flume Co., or any part thereof. We there- 
fore do strictly enjoin and command you, tho 
suid Canadian Co., your agents, servants and 
workmen, and each and every ono of you and 
all olher persons whatsoever, except the 
said Grouse Creek Flume Co. uud their 
agents, that you and ever ono of you, save as 
alorosaid, do from henceforth altogether and 
absolutely desist from entering upon or work- 
ing the said parcel ol ground or any part 
thereof under tho penalties proscribed by 
iho said Gold Fields Act.

The answer was that they wanted a new 
trial, ut.d would not givo up possession till 
they got it, Tho writ was read a secoud 
timo and the same question repeated, to 
which a unanimous NO was returned. Mr 
Ball thereupon, along with hiB constnbles i 
left lor Williams Creek, anil Iho crowd dis- 
persed. 

The proceedings wero conductod with tho 
greatest quietness throughout. 

Cariboo Milling News* 

From tho Sentinel wo compile a few 
mining items of interest to our readers. The 
wealhor has boon very wet, scarcely a day 
passing without a shower, and mining oper- 
ations are seriously roturded in consequence 
The work of clearing Iho bed-rock draio of 
debris progresses slowly, and the claims in 
the lower part of the creek are mostly idle. 
Tho claims abovo the canyon aro paying very 
well. Tho news from Stout, Begg, Conklin, 
Mosquito, Walker, Scotia and McArihur 
Gulches is very eucouraging. Nearly all the 
claims located cn their sides are paying 
wages and Eome are enriching their owners. 
On Keilhley Creek hydraulics are to be in- 
troduced. 'I he Sentinel, of the 18th, notices 
the discovery ol a now creek, as largo as 
William, falling into tho North Fork ol 
Quesnel Rivor, seven miles ubovo Captain 
Mitchell's old bridge. Tho discoverer has- 
tened to the Gold Commissioner's and re- 
corded eighteen claims. A parly of fifty men 
started out for the now creek on tho 17th. 
Letters have been received from partios on 
tho new creek giving a glowing description of 
its richness. 



This proposition having be?n considered by 
the Committee for the Canadian Company \ 
they announced their final unswer thereto 
about C o'clock in tho evening. It ran a« 
follows : 

Grouse Creek Bed Bock Flume Company vs. 

Canadian Company. 
To the Bed Bock Flumo Co: 

The Canadian Company, in tho face of the 
fact that there ia not a door left open into 
any court in the Colony ol British Columbia 
lor redress, refuse to wail 15 days uncondi- 
tionally. All tbe members of tho Canadian 
Company claim to be British subjects, and 
also claim all the rights and immunities o! 
their national origin. The Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of tho Colony hss kindly con- 
descended to suggest tbo only alternative 
that he can conceive, and that is a trial in tlio 
Supreme Court. Tho ir. embers of the Cunu> 
diau Company do not wish to ask the advice 
or consideration of tbo Flumo Company with 
reg;ard to their innocence or guilt, but found 
the propositions sent to them were so inde- 
finite as to origin mat they wore compelled 
to make a very general reply.

Thb " Lincoln.''— The United States 
steamer Lincoln, Captain J W. While, 
arrived at 6 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
having left San Francisco on tho 21st ins!., 
and come up under easy steam. The Lincoln 
is under Governmoul orders for Si ka, and 
after receiving on board Mr Hodgsdon, the 
first Lieutenant, who preceded the steamer to 
this port, will sail for her destinaiicn. The 
L ucoln has on board tho Surveying party 
sent by Government to make a topographi- 
cal survey ol tbe coast nnd the Island adjac- 
ent. It will bo uudor the supervision and 
direction of George Davidson, Esq., wlo wj|l 
bo remembered as having had charge of the 
astronomical observations in iho coast survey 
ol California and Oregon from the year 1850 
to I'GO, when ho was obliged to go East 
on account of his health. Uc returned about 
two weeks ugo to take charge of this new 
work, and to eontinuo a reconnaissance ol 
the Alaska coast line as far as tho limited 
time of Ihe present season vill permit, pre- 
paratory for more extended operations next 
\ear. Associated with him nro A. T. Mof- 
man, astronomer ; Geo. Farquhu, hydrogra- 
pher, to whom J. Forney will act as aid ; 
Mr Hamel engineer ; Dr Albert Kellogg, 
botanist ; G. W. G. llarlord, conohologist ; 
F, A. Blake, geologisi, and John 'Tidal, ob- 
server. Copt. vV. A. Howard, the oldest 
Captain in the United States revenue service 
department, accompanied by Lieutenant 
George W. Moore, will proceed on tbo Lin- 
coln to Sitka, to organize aud look alter Hie 
revenue department affairs. For tho accom- 
modation ol this parly, Ihe cabin facilities of 
the steamer have been enlarged and to im- 
provo hor sailing qualities, yards have been 
p need on her musts. The San Francisco 
Alia of the 21st inst., alluding to tho expedi- 
tion, says : For a week past the officers, in 
connection with Thomas Tcnnent, have been 
bu.-ily engaged in testing and adjusting their 
mathematical and astronomical instrumoentsj 
for this purpose they have usel Tcnnout's 
observutory. Its locality having been pre- 
viously accurately determined, tho work the 
expedition is about to commence can be 
more easily connected with, and benefitted by 
that heretofore done by tbe Coast Survey in 
California. This business has occupied them 
during the past week, and was only conclud- 
ed last evening. In order to secure faultlesB 
accuracy in their observations, tho party are 
supplied with twelve chronometers, two of 
them keeping sidereal timo, packed in n 
case specially made for them. Nine ol there 
instruments, including one of the sidereal 
time keepers, will ho kept on board the 
steamer and raied with Iho utmost accuracy. 
One sideral and two meantime chronometers 
will bo taken aahoro and accompany the 
serveying party. In addition to those tho 
Lincoln hao two chronometers, ono of each 
kind, and with tho assistance of all of them, 
it will be regarded as very strange if the ex- 
act time cannot be always ascertained. The 
maps, telescopes, quadrants, chronometers, 
triangulating instruments, and other mullic> 
matical instruments used by scientific topo- 
graphers and astronomical calculators taken 
with the surveying parly, aie sufficient to 
stock a repository lor the sale of such valu- 
able inventions. Tho crew of the Lincoln 
consists of sixty five men. - ' 



'The Pestilence at tue MAUltiriui — Tho 
steamer Ajax which arrived at Hongkong on 
May 24th, brought word of a dreadful pesti- 
lence at Mauritius. It was first coufinod 
solely to tho natives and was supposed to 
have originated in want and unwholesome 
food. When the Ajax left the people wero 
dying at the rate of two hundred per day. 
Tho disease is a kind of billions fever, in 
intermittent form; similar to what Iibb been 
in the West Indies. Tbe stato of the Island 
was peifectly dreadful. People were lying 
about dead and dying in tho streets, and 
nearly every other house was closed. 'I ho 
hospital accommodations were insufficient 
und miserably neglected. Poor huts have 
been elected as temporary hospitals, whore 
there was neither caro or medicine, into which 
the sick went to die. Quinine reached tho 
enormous price of £35 per ounce. Somo of 
the shipping was infected, and among tho 
soldiers who had been sent to Flat Island the 
mortality was very great. Tho troops in the 
fort wero dying off fust, and, in fact, a com- 
ploto panio had taken possession to tho 
peoplo. 

The Late Gen. Meagher.— It has boon 
deteimined by tho Irish civil nnd military 
organizations to pay a tribulo of respect to 
the manes of tho late Thomas Francis Meag- 
her, General in Iho Army of Ihe Bepublic, 
and at the timo ol his death, Governor of 
Moniana Territory. Flatt's Hall is to bo 
engaged for Ihe purpose of holding funereal 
ceremonies, at which many of tho Catholic 
clergymen of the city aro to assist. It is the 
general wish of Irishmen in California to 
obtain die body of Iho Irish tribune — Thomas 
Francis Meagher — to^pay patriotio and re- 
ligious honors to his manes, and to have his 
body interred in Waterford, alongsido hiB 
kindred. Some ol the prominent Irish citi- 
zens ol San Fraucisco who recollect tho 
burning words of Meagher as he rehearsed 
Irish wrongs, and laid a young and highly 
valuable lilo at stake, cannot fail to come 
lorward and yield homage to tbe memory of 
Iho Irish patriot, Tho McMahon Grenadier 
Guard lake tho initiative in this mailer.— 5. 
F. Ada, 2 1st. 



A Sad Case— Our attention has boon 
called to the deplorable condition of an elderly 
man, named Alexander MeDouald, who is 
lying helpless Irom the effects ol rheumatism 
in a hut near Vogel's brewery.
